India  Itpromen  Independent  Republw 


Yesterday  the  •overeignty  for  which 
many  notable  figures  in  the  modern 
history  of  India  had  wrought  for  two 
decades  became  complete  in  the  formal 
proclamation  of  a new  republic,  a nation 
with  a population  more  than  twice  that  of 
the  United  States,  inhabiting  an  area  of  a 
million  and  a quarter  square  miles  Great 
Britain's  paternal  rule  thus  has  been  re- 
placed by  something  different  and  perhaps 
more  valuab'e  --  friendship  between  Brit- 
ain and  India,  manifested  in  India's  con- 
tinued partnership  In  the  British  Common- 
wealth of  Nations. 

Through  the  years  of  India's  struggle  to 
fit  herself  for  self-government  one  man 
al)ove  ail  others  Inspired  and  guided  the 
r>eople  he  sought  to  weld  into  a nation. 
Although  Mahatma  Gandhi  did  not  live  to 
see  the  birth  of  a new  republic,  he  un- 
doubtedly will  ever  remain  the  father  of 
the  nation. 

Of  the  milestones  on  the  road  to  freedom 
one  of  the  most  Imporlant  was  the  British 
Cabinet  Mission  which  in  May.  1946,  recom- 
mended the  setting  up  of  a popular  govern- 


ment and  the  convening  of  a ConsUtueni 
Assembly  to  frame  the  future  constitution 
of  India  From  that  it  was  a comparatively 
short  step  to  the  India  Independence  Act 
under  which,  on  August  16.  1947,  there 
were  created  the  two  Dominions  of  India 
and  Palclstan  as  a preliminary  to  the  total 
transfer  of  power  from  the  Crown  in  the 
case  of  India  Itself. 

It  is  a matter  for  regret  that  aithougt) 
the  granting  of  self-government  has  led  to 
a new  spirit  of  unity  in  India,  it  has  dom 
nothing  as  yet  to  compose  the  bitter  and  at 
times  violent  differences  between  the 
sister  nations  sharing  what  the  rest  of  the 
world  looks  upon  as  India  Independently 
of  one  another,  however,  they  have  pressed 
forward  expansive  programs  of  cultural  and 
material  development  and  have  achieved 
increasing  importance  in  the  changing 
political  pattern  of  Asia.  The  new  republic, 
firmly  espoused  to  the  principles  of  demo- 
cratic government,  today  is  recognized  a.s 
one  of  the  strongest  bulwarks  against  Com- 
munist expansion — just  how  strong  events 
of  the  next  few  years  are  likely  to  tell

True,  such  persons  of 
Influence  ihsmselves  have  not  scin- 
tillated In  publicly  fighting  for  what 
they  should,  but  off  the  record,  they 
are  often  full  of  good  sense.

With  such  reservatlonA  m mind,  the 
view  of  these  sources  aneni  the  jell- 
ing of  American  foreign  policy  have 
a ccriain  value  Here  are  the  com- 
ments:

5.  The  United  States  should  de- 
velop a grown-up  atUlude  about 
Soviet  Russia  The  present  stale  of 
the  world  will  probably  conUnui  to  be 
a Ughtrope-walklng  act  for  decade* 
Everyone  might  as  well  get  used  to  It 
ImmemorlaMy.  the  Russian  policy  has 
been  "No  peace,  no  war.''  but  oease- 
less  scrounging  for  advantage  They 
like  only  lopsided  wars. 

Although  prcsUge-consclous  clian- 
eetlorles  resent  the  idea,  common 
people  ill  Europe  see  nothing  wrong 
in  the  United  Rtale.i  and  Russia 
reaching  an  understanding  between 
themselves  Ordinary  Europeans  feel 
the  American*  are  fair  enough  u>  pro- 
le*^ the  jusi  interests  of  Britain  and 
France 

I Americans  are  loo  complacent 
about  winning  the  cold  war.  Basic- 
ally. the  United  States  never  has 
gained  the  Intlailve  In  the  chess  game 
with  Russia  The  Truman  doctrine, 
Marshall  Plan  and  AllanUc  Pud  are 
regarded  as  counter-defensive  meas- 
ure* In  efTcct.  the  United  8uu*  so 
far  merely  reacts  to  Russian  moves. 

Tlte  fourth  major  counter-action, 
the  propo-»ed  Weiteni  European  Inte- 
gration and  possibly  federation,  would 
have  a bigger  chance  of  'success  if 
Americans  spent  more  time  helping 
devise  technical  means  of  overcoming

• Americans  ouriuusly  o v e r 1 00 k 
some  of  their  best  cards  in  dealing 
with  Europe  tandor  (urihrlghlnssa 
and  knowliiK  how  to  get  things  done, 
unique  American  national  trails.  'The 
United  States  Slate  Department  seems 
to  be  fearful  to  call  a spade  a spade. 
Common  Europeans  honestly  thrill  at 
plain  sincerity  and  aense.  unused  lo  it 
as  they  are 

Above  alt  Americans  should  stop 
mouthing  ellrtiea  about  democracy. 
They  should  demonsirale  by  examples 
and  new  Ideas  what  might  apply  In 
Europe,  ttosptte  the  fabulous  renown 
of  American  salesmanship,  srlllng 
democracy  to  Europeans  has  flopped 
because  people  over  here  want  to  be 
shown. 

10  Finally.  Europeans  reiterate  that 
Americans  must  move  beyond  the 
mere  policy  of  containmeni  of  RuMla
